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special attention is given throughout the book to the national 
banking system of the United States. The book cannot fail to 
be useful, not only to students, but also to men of business who 
wish to understand the methods of banking without being prac- 
tically engaged in the work. 

The French Invasion of Ireland in '98. By Valerian Gribaye- 
doff. New York, Truth Seeker Company. 8°. $1.50. 

This interesting work is not only a strong " side-light" on the 
times, persons, and places of which it treats, but also an impor- 
tant footnote to the history of Europe. It is well written and 
easily read ; and the many authorities quoted or referred to prove 
that there was no lack of material from which to compile a truth- 
ful narrative of one of the many extraordinary episodes of the 
French Revolution. The greater events taking place at the time, 
Bonaparte and his doings then furnishing more than ample mate- 
rial for historians, crowded out or overshadowed the fact that Gen. 



Humbert, with a handful of French soldiers (little more than a 
thousand), penetrated to the heart of Ireland, held his own for 
several weeks against vastly superior numbers, and conquered an 
entire province before he was finally compelled to surrender to 
overwhelming odds. And the reasons why the apparently quixotic 
expedition failed of its purpose, or at least did not achieve a 
greater measure of success, are apparent to all who peruse this 
narrative, and at the same time consider the course of recent 
events in Ireland and the erratic actions of some of the present 
leaders in Irish political affairs. 

The interest in the stirring events narrated in this volume will 
be enhanced by the fact that the commander of the expedition, 
Gen. Humbert, afterwards became an American citizen, served 
with honor in the war of 1812, and distinguished himself at the 
battle of New Orleans, where, by one of the coincidences of war- 
fare, he found himself opposed to some of the English officers who 
had contributed to his defeat in Ireland.
